Tae world has lost sight ot Don AXTOoNIO
Lorez pE SASTA ANNA for several yenrs
past, and it was but reasonable to hope that a
man 8o old in years, as well as iniquity, wounld
never again emerge from the retirement to
which the exeeration of his countrymen and
a personal sense of his odious career, even-
tual'y drove him in 1855. It s now, however,
announced that he reached Elizabethport on
the morning of the 12th Instant trom St,
Thomas, and that be is soon to appear in New
York clty, with the understood object of “re-
uniting his efforts with those of the Liberal
party in Mexico in expelling Maxnnnras
from that country.”

What authority there is for this statement
as to the purpose of SANTA ANNA is not yet
disclosed, and it may well be received with
considerable distrust, in view not only of
the bypoeritical eharaster of the ex-President
of the Mexican Republic, but also of the
course bhe has pursued towards his eountry
since he deemed it best for its peace and his
own safety to betake himself to foreign lands
jor a refuge. The papers have just published
a correspondence of SANTA ANNA'S, com-
municated to the State Department at Wash-
ington by Mr. BomEro, the Mexican Minis-
ter, in which it appears that the miserable
exile, who, it is now said, is coming to the
United States with the design of aiding
Mexico in her present struggle against the
Austio-French invasion, was among the first
to invite that attempt to destroy Mexican
nationality and independence, and to offer his
personal services to the invaders, :

As early as July, 1854, SANTA ANNA, act-
ing by authority with which he claimed to
have been invested by the Mexican nation,
conferred on GuTieRREZ EstTRaDAa “full
powers to enter into arrangements and make
the proper oflers to the Courts of London,
Parls, Madrid, and Viensa, to obtain from
those Governments, or from any one of them,
the establishment (in MexXico) of a monarchy
derived from any of the royal races of those
powers, under qualifications and considera-
tlons to be established by gpecial instrue-
tions.” EsTRADA could do nothing towards
éffecting the mission committed to him by
SANTA ANNA until 1861, at which time the
all:ed powers, having concluded to set up an
empire in Mexico, with the Archduke Maxi-
MILIAN a8 its head, SANTA AxNA wrote to
KSTRADA, under date of 8t, Thomas, October
15,1861, approving of the conspiracy to sub-
jueate and provincialize his country, and ex-
pressing & hope that FProvidence would give
him strength to take an active part in the
wicked and dishonorable enterprise, Leas
than two months later, writing to the same
correspondent on the snme subject, he said ;—

“God grant thiat our dreams may come to pass
as soon as possible. The candidate you men-
tion (his Imporial Highness Archiduke FErpi-
NaAND MaximiLiax) i8 unexceptionable, and |
therefore hasten to give my aporebation. Do
me the favor, then, to wmiorm hun ot it as well
as our Iriends, but with all reserve, for yon well
know that ip !mlitlcs there are things that must
not be published before the proper time, on ae
count ot the harm that might be eansed, Con
vipeed that the time to oet has come, I am ready
te requrn immediately to my native land, deter
mined to labor with all my strength till the
realization of the undertaking is completed. {
will let you know of my departure irom this
i=land by the mail of the 17th of December, and
i RE‘" tell you where to address your letters to
e,

And finally, by way of capping the climax

of his base desertion of that native land which

addressed 1o MAXIMILIAN, under date ol Bt.
Thomas, December 22, 1863, a private letter,
in which he told him that his soul “overfiowed
with pleasure” when he heared that the Duke
was “to be called to the throne of Mexico.”
and then closed with these fulsome words of
abject sycophaney i(—

“*T hope your Tmperial Highoess will conde
seend to ucknowledee, In the dean of the Mexi-

can army, a deyvoted and disintereswed riend, a
very obedient servant, who wishes vou the

greatest happioness, and fercently kisses the fmpe-
rial hands of your Impervat Higliness,?

And it is in the face of this disgraceful
record of his actual complicity with the
scheme of the allied powers to conquer
Mexico, snd subject it to the sway of a
forelgn despot that ANTONTo LoPEZ DESANTA
ANNA has the audacity to come, now, to
this republic, with a pretense of sympathy
with the Liberalists uuder Juamez, and
an intention to ask the favor ol our people
and Government in his professed purpose to

defend the liberties and independence of a |

nation which he recently labored so actively
to destroy! Nooneat all familiar with the
history of the man will truse his personal
hogesty or his patriotism. He has been all
hig lifeva selfish, unsewapulous, eruel, and

double-dealing  demagogue. He never
served’ his  country on any ocecasion
without & superior purpose to serve

bimself; and it is, therefore, not at all
remarkable that the sudden revival of &
regard for the ludependence of his nation,
which seems to have selzed him, Is co-inei-
dent with the proposed withdrawal of the
¥rench troops from Mexico, under the
pressure of influence from Washington, and
a near prospect of the final and utter fallure
of that very Huropean plot for the establigh-
ment of an inimical monarchy right on our
bordars, which he so eagerly and 5o eamestly
netigated, We cannot, therefore, belgye

that SAxTA AxyA will now meet with such
A reception from our people as will be likely
to flatter either his political aspirations or his
mercenary hopes. He may, possibly, find a
few persons in the city of New York ready
to fiaternize with him for the sake of the
profita which the faithless partisans of
a popular cause can always realize
by means of adroit Imposture; but It is
hardly probable that SANTA ANNA, whose
name is almost & synonym for falsehood,
pretension, and sord'd egotism, can, at this
late period in his shameful fortunes and ad-
ventures, wheedle any large number of Ame-
rleans out of their intelligence and their
money, no matter who may take him by the
band in this country, or how seductive and
plausible may be lis protestations of unselfish
zenl for the unhappy people he has so often
abused and betrayed. We are quite sure, at
least, that bis character Is thorougtly under-
stood at Washington, and that he will be met
there with that absolute disgust with which
the American Government has so much rea-
gon to regard him. The Mexican Liberalists
will certainly reject his services if offered, and
this republic would as certainly injure the

Liberal cause by doing anything whatayer
that might facilitate the Ioterference ol
SANTA ANNA, just now or hereafter, in
Mexican aflairs,

Constitutionnl Amendment in the
Senale,
To-pAY the great debate on the Constitu-

tional Amendment, which has just passed the
House ol Representatives, opens in the Senate,
Mr, STEWART, of Nevada, it is said, will nrge
his proposal of universal amnesty and univer-
sal suffrage, a9 a substitote for the measure
before the Senate; while Mr., Sumwer will

| urge the adoption of impartial suffrage as a

substitute for the section concerning repre-
gentation. It Is mnot unlikely, too, that
gtrenuous éfforts will be made to modlly the
celebrated third section relating to the disfran-
chisement of Rebels, The probabilities, how-
ever, are, that the measure will finally pass

the Senate in substantially the same shape it
passed the House. The unexpectedly heavy
vote it recelved lu the House favors that ex

pectation.
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The Facts of History in Regard to the
Status of the Southern Statos.

ITis not uncommon to hear the assertion
made that the cessation of the war “brought
back the Southern States to thelr status quo
ante bellum,” or status before the war.
There is nothing #o useful in meeting state-
ments of this character as a recurrence to the
facts of the case as they have trapspired.

The BSlaveholders’ Rebellion was not a
1ebellion of individuals, acting fn their indi-
vidual capacity and upon thelr own responsi-
bility, but of communities acting organically,
and in their corporate capacity., 'The States
seceded as States, thus voluntarily abandon-
ing the participation they bad previously ex-
ercised in the government of the country, As
States they then proceeded to confederate
together in the establishment of a rival and
hostile government to that of the United
States, As States they raised armies, and
engaved in war upon the Unlon. Daring the
four years of the war these seceded States
mwaintained In full vicor and operation their
btate organizations, electing their Governors,
Legislators, Judges, and inferlior officers, as
usual, and maintaining all the functions of
communities organized for the purposes of
civil government. They were States
de facto, the only change from their
former status belng that they had aban-
doned their participation in the Government
of the Union, had formed a confederation
among themselves, had sworn all their officers
to support i, instead of the old Government,
and were engaged in & war to overthrow the
power of the Union within their limits. It is
well here to observe what, as matler of fact,
they bad accomplished. They had seceded,
having withdrawn from all pacticipation in
the Government of the Union; they had
formed a confederation, which was actively
at work; they had preserved their State Gov-
ernments in full vigor; and they were making
war upon the Union. There was no theory
about all this—it was fact. The only pro-
blematical point was whether they could
maintain the position they had assumed,
That couid only be determined by the issuc
of the war.

But when the war terminated with the
overthrow of the Rebel armies, what then
occurred as matter ol fact? Did the Rebel
States go back to the stafus quo ante bellum?
By no means. They would have been elad
to do 8o, and took steps in that direction, but
the strong band of the Executive power of
the nation was laid upon them. Their Legis-
latures were forbidden to assemble; their
Governets were arrested, or fled into exile;
their Judges, Sheriffs, Justices of the Peace,
ete,, were summarily deposed. T4 one word,
the framework of their governments was at
o single stroke annihilated. The people re-
mained, but there was no organization—no
corporation. They were a mere mob held in
subjection by the military power of the
Union. The organized community,as a body
politic, a civil State, bad ceased to exist.
This was the stalus quo ante bellum with a
vengeance ! State sovereignty had at last cul-
mioated in Btate annilulation! Fit monu.
ment this of the folly and madness of seces-
slon and rebellion.

From this point the work of reconstruction
commenced, and here again this whole theory
of status quo ante bellum was ignored. The
woik started from the very bottom. It did
not originate with the people of the States,
It was initiated solely by the Federal Execu-
tive, and carried forward and consummated
by his agents and under his authority and
direction. The States now organized at the
South, and exercising de facto authority
there,are not the old States that existed be-
fore the war, They are absolutely newcrea-
tions, There Is no tle of legal succession, no
bond of constitutional continuity, between
them and the old ones. Their very existence
is a perpetual monument of the violent over-
throw of those old States,

How absurd, then, to talk about the status
gquo ante bellum of these States! They have
no such status, Between them and that
slatus there is a “great gull fixed,” which no
ingenuity ol sophistry can bridge. That
gulf is the chasm of nonentity into which
the Rebel State Governments were hurled by
President JounsoN al the close of the war.
These new States owe their existence purely
to the kindly reconstructing hand of the
Executive—not to any supposed 1ife they are
ussumed to have inherited from the perished
status of the past. The old order went out
in the night of attempted revolution; the
new order had its birth in the will of the
Federal Executive,

Tat Bririsy Miyisrry.—The second
reading of the British Reform bill, which was
agreed to by the extremely minute majority
of five, was congidered by all parties except
the Government a8 g defeat tor the Ministers,
It has always been the custom in Parliament
for the advisers of the Crown Lo resign their
poeitions not only when a pet measure was
emphatically defeated, but also when it was
adopted by so (eeble a vote as to imply lack
ol confidence on the part of so large & num-
ber of members as to approximate to & majo-
rity. The decision, therefore, which has been
made known to us by the advices of the
(lermania, that five was considered a suffi-
clent majority for progecuting the motion,
will cause considerable surprise jn such Ame-
rican circles as are Interested in British
politics, The Cabinet, however, has felt its
own weakness, and In order to secure addi-
tional support has ylelded so far as to consent
to fix the time for the bill redistributing
seats. When the Reform bill and the Redis.
tribution come up together, there can be no
doubt but that the Government will find
itgelf much stronger than heretolore,

The principal objection urged by many
ngainst reform In its present shape Is that it
extonds the right of suffiage to a large class
